New York, November 19.—Two fierce 
onslaughts on the church of Rome enliv- 
ened the proceedings at today's session 
of the general missiona:y committee. 

On each occasion an audience which fill- 
ed every part of the large auditorium in 
St. Paul's Methodist Episcopal church, 
where the committee is meeting, broke 
into applause and no effort was made by 
the chair to check these demonstrations 
of approval, 

The general committee, which is com- 
posed of all the bishops and leading di- 
vines in the Methodist church of America, 
has been in session dally since last 
Wednesday. 

On several occasions during former ses- 
sions when reference has been made to 
anything pertaining to the Roman Catho- 
lic church the same spirit of defiance has 
been apparent. 

Upon no former occasion, however, has 
that church been denaunced in terms so 
unqualified, nor has the approval of the 
audience becn given vent in so vigorous 
applause. 

The first person to advance to the at- 


In the course of an address on the work 
of the Methodist Episcopal church in va- 
rious parts of Europe he had occasion to 
speak of the work done in Italy and con- 
ditions obtaining there. It was in the re- 
cital of the latter that the bishop used 
such strong language against the church 
of Rome, 
In Northern Europe. 


“In northern Europe, for instance, in 
coun- 


tries,“ the bishop said, “we have made 
entisfactory progress, 
had a great deal of indifference and even 
cppcsition to contend with. Statistics show 
that we hav made as much headway dur- 
ing the past thirty-five years in northern 
Europe as we have in the same period in 
this country, which offers a more con- 
genial soil for our creed. 

“In southern Europe the conditions are 
somewhat different. 
has been harder. There are many who 
doubt whether we have any work at all 
in Italy, the land of superstition and 
priest craft, whether we could ever hope 
to accomplish anything there in the face 
of the tremendous’ press of adverse 
thought with whith we are confronted 
The fact is, that we sent one of our 
workers into Italy. He goon made up 
his mird that in Rome we had to do as 
do the Romans, He began by training the 
young, by taking them into our schools 
and seminaries, 

„The work is slow, but its value has 
been rece@tly testified by the pontiff? him- 
self, who has honored us by excommunl- 
cating every one, teachers and pupils 
alike, connected with our institutions of 
learning. In the effort to preserve for 
himself the triple crown of papacy he has 
issued a sweeping interdict against the 
schools, and every one passing through 
their gates. ‘This, however, has only 


made us more determined to wipe out a 
system which has created out of the

A committee 
from the chamber and commerce and 
cotton exchange of Mobile are already 
here to invite the congressional commit- 
tee to visit Mobile. They claim that to 
make the improvement now going on in 
the Coosa serviceable the Mobile harbor 
and channel must be deepened, that be- 
ing the gulf port to which is directed 
the great output of all the coal and tron 
districts of Alabama, and the immense 
traffic on the river from Rofhe, Ga., to 
Mobile over the Covsa and Alabama 
rivers. Senator Pettus and Congressman 
Wash Taylor, of the Mobile district, are 
here in the interests-of the movement. 

There are to be thirty-one locks on the 
Coosa, and the water power which will 
be developed by construction of these 
locks is estimated — 380,000 horse power.

ought to know that manufactories wil} 
apring up all along the route like magic.

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MISS KEARNEY PLEADED 
FOR STATE PROHIBITION 


Miss Relle Kearney, of Mississippi, the 
well-known Woman's (Christian Temper- 
ance Union worker ad lecturer, ad- 
dressed a joint session pf the state legis- 
lature in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives at 8 o'clock last night in advo- 
cacy of the enactment of a prohibition 
law for the state of Georgia. The seats 
were all occupied, and there was quite a 
sprinkling of people in the gallery. Many 
ladies were in the audience. 

Miss Kearney possesses a strong per- 
sonality and undoubted talent as a public 
speaker. Hér well modulated, persuasive 
voice easily filled the chamber, and her 
utterances were characterized by strength 
of argument, sentiment and great ear- 
nestness. While her talk was of the can- 
ventional temperance sort, it contained 
no dull periods and was listened to with 
close attention by the solons. 

The speaker opposed what she termed 
the compromise of a dispensary system 
for Georgia, pronounced the local option 
law inadequate, and urged the legislature 
to give the state simon-pure prohibition. 
Incidentally she expressed sorrow and a 
sense of shame that the present sersion 
had ded¢lined to raise the age of consent 
and “give the women a chance” in textile 
industry in Georgia, and asked the law- 
makers to reconsider their action on these 
two measures. Miss Kearney also pleaded 
for Georgia to open the doors of the state 
university to young* women. 

Miss Kearney began bv denying that 
prohibition had ever been demonstrated 
to be a failure, and told what the sys- 
tem had done for Kansas, Maine and 
North Dakota, where she has made a 
close study of its effects on the ground. 

She declared that temperance through 
legislative enactment was constantly 
gaining ground, and that the church as 
an organization had never shown such a 
disposition to aid the cause as now. 

“When Bishop Potter called the saloon 
the poor man's club,“ said she, “he called 
down upon his head such an avalance of 
disgust and brought so many of the here- 
tofore silent preachers to openly espouse 
the cause that he. unwittingly did it a 
world of good.” 

In attacking the dispensary system, 
Miss Kearney showed an intimate knowl- 
edge of the liquor question in South Car- 
olina. She denounced the alleged polltl- 
cal trickery by which the dispensary was 
fostered upon the Palmetto State after 
the citizens, by 10,000 majority, had voted 
for prohibition, and called the profit from 
liquor sales by the state “blood money.” 

She declared the dispensary was a 
more corrupt machine in the polities of 
South Carolina than any that had ever 
existed in New York politica, and said:

Miss Kearney gave an interesting 
sketch of the history of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union, and told 
what it had helped to accomplish in tem- 
perance reform. She spoke of the good

tion. But she said the system was only 
elementary. Georgia has been educated 
beyond local option and is ready for some- 
thing better.“ she declared. 

In speaking of the success of the Wo- 
man's Christian Temperance Union in 
having textbooks introduced in the public 
schools which teach phystology with spe- 
cial reference to the deleterious effects 
of alcohol on the human system, Miss 
Kearney said Georgia and Utah were 
the only states in the union that had not 
adopted these textbooks. She laid scorn- 
ful stress on the company Georgia found 
herself in, and gave the Mormons a rap 
in passing. 

Miss Kearney paid her respects to the 
army canteen and referred to the sad 
incident of the sixteen soldiers p: sing 
through Atlanta recently from the Phil- 
ippines, insane from the effects of drink. 
She told of the wrong our boasted Chris- 
tian civilization’’ had done Cuba, Ha- 
wall and the Philippines in infesting 
those islands with American saloons. 
She dwelt upon the scientific aspect of 
the liquor question and quoted authort- 
tles showing alcohol had no necessary 
place in medicine. She said the govern- 
ments of the world had determined to 
abolish the drink habit as an alarming 
evil in their armies. The Red Cross So- 
clety, she said, no longer used alcohol in 
its work of mercy on the battlefield. 

Miss Kearney evinced deep emotion 
when she alluded to the age of consent 
law in Georgia. She named the many 
states that have fixed the age of consent 
at from fifteen to eighteen years,\and in 
a delicate but effective way showed the 
infamy of the ten-year law. She asked 
the legislators to think better of their 
late action and assert the nobler quali- 
ties of their manhood by raising the age 


“Den't you think this is a one-sided 
thing, gentlemen?" she asked. “Give the 
little girls a chance. Stand for the pro- 
tection of the home aud social purity.” 

The speaker followed With an earnest 
plea for the enlargement of woman's priv- 
lleges in the state, alluding to the re- 
etrictionsa placed upon the sex in textile 
instruction and higher education, She 
also espoused woman's suffrage. 

Miss Kearney delivered an eloquent pe- 
roration, in which she urged the legis- 
lature to adopt prohibition,

Councilman Pope announced that the an- 
swer would have to be given the turfmen 
immediately, because a stop in Atlanta 
would require a change in the present ar- 
rangements. | 

Alderman Day insisted upon his motion 
to refer. As the council will not act final- 
ly upon the resolution until December 34, 
the racing must stop at the end of No- 
vember. 

Councilman Parks moved to amend the 
motion of Alderman Day by referring the 
resolution to the street committee with 
power to act. The amendment was lost. 
only one or two members of the council 
voting for it.

The Bootblack Tax. 


The question of placing a tax upon 
bootblack stands of Atlanta was again 
considered. The following ordinance was 
submitted by the tax committee, with a 
recommendation that it be adopted: 

Be it ordained by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta; That the tax 
ordinance be, and the same is, hereby amende. 
so that any person maintaining a place on any 
street or public alley for blacking or polishing 
footwear shall pay a registration tax $5 
per annum on each chair used for such’ pur- 


pose, 

Section 2 Be it further ordained by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the location of boot 
or shoe blacking stands on the streets or pub- 
ne alleys, or near them. shall still be under 
the direction of the chief of police. 

Section 3 repeals conflicting ordinances. 

On motion of Alderman Welch this or- 
dinance was so amended as to make it 
inapplicable to stands where free shines 
are obtained. As amended the ordinance 
was laid upon the table until the next 
regular meeting. several of the council- 
men pleading surprise. 

Councilmen Grady, Rawson and Minhin- 
nett introduced a joint resolution provid- 
ing that the park board be allowed to ex- 
pend $500 in making permanent improve- 
ments in Grant park. This money is now 
in the hands of the treasurer of the park 
board. It is the difference between the 
insurance on the burned pavillion and 
the cost of the new one. 

The council was on the point of voting 
the money into the general fund by re- 
ferring the resolution to the finance com- 
mittee, when the authors of the resolution 
asked for pérmision to withdraw it. This 
was granted. Later in the session Alder- 


man Beutell presented a resolution pro- 


viding that the $600 be given the financee 
commitee for reapportionment. The Beu- 
tell resolution was referred to the finance 


committee. 


From the committee on contested 
claims came a recommendation that Mra.

T.ife insurance circles are interested just 
now in the fate of the bill introduced in 
the legislature by Mr. Mullins, of Chero- 
kee, providing for the taxation of the 
cash surrender values of all life policies 
in force in the state. The measure will 
not affect the insurance companies at all, 
but should it pass a wail may be ex- 
pected from the policy holders. The life 
business has grown so in Georgia in the 
past decade that it is safe to say the 
measure, if it becomes a law, will touch 
hundreds of men who have taken out pro- 
tection for their families. 

A life manager, talking of the measure 
yesterday, ventured the prediction that 
it would not become law. 

For.“ said he, the tax will fall direct 
on the policy holder, who is also a 
voter, and I do not believe that a ma- 
jority of the legislature will support it. 
If the tax fell on the insurance compa- 
nies the bill might be passed, although 
then the tax in the end would come out 
of the policy helders. But the measure 
doesn’t touch the companies at all; it 
simply puts direct taxation on the policy 
which a man has taken out to provide 
for his family in case of his death. Should 
it become the law, the measure would 
affect a large number of Georgia citi- 
zens, especially in the cities, and the tax, 
in scores of cases, would prove quite 


onerous.”

THE THREE WERE ARRESTED

It was finally decided to book a case 
against Mr. Sands for interfering with 
an officer in the discharge of his duty, 
and cases were made against the detec- 
tives for disorderly conduct. 

After the detectives had left the thea- 
ter ther approached Sergeant McCurdy 
and asked him to make a case against 
Mr. Sands. He told them that he would 
investigate the matter and let them know 
what he would do. The sergeant went to 
the Columbia and after talking with eye- 
witnesses to the affair returned to the 
detectives and told them that he would 
not make a case against Mr. Sands un- 
lesa inatructed to do so by Captain Ball, 
of the evening watch.

It appears that the sergeant told the 
detectives that he thought they were in 
the wrong and that Mr. Sanda had done 
nothing more than his duty in keeping 
them from the opera house.

Mr. Sands told them that 
badges didn’t count, that he had received 
positive instructions to admit only police- 
men in full uniform and the general pub- 
lic, including detectives and uniformed 
policemen, only when they had tickets 
or passes.

SEE NO HARM IN CHILD LABOR 


Friends of Measure Make a Strong 
Showing: by Evidence. 


WALL BILL IS ADVERSELY REPORTED 


(Measure To Prevent Judges from 
Directing a Verdict Gets a Set- 
back from Committee.

The final heartng for anch against the 
child labor bills before the committee 
on labor and labor gtatistics occurred yes- 
torday afternoon add the meeting reauit- 
ed in one of the liveliest discussions that 
bas so far developed in any committee 
room. 

Atithe close of the session a sub-com- 
mittee of five members, consisting of Rep- 
reeentatives Miller, Wright, O'Connell. 
Everett, of Stewart, and Houston, was 
appointed to take under consideration the 
two child labor bille and report one of 
them back to the committee in the form 
in which it is to be returned to the house. 
The two bills dealing with the subject of 
child labor are those of Representative 
Wright, of Fioyd, and Representative 
Houston, of Fulton. The former seeks to 
prevent children under the age of twelve 
years from working in textile factories, 
while the latter applies to factories, foun- 
dries and workshops of every character. 
The Wright bill also contains a compul- 


sory education feature. 

The impression prevails that the sud- 
committee named yesterday wil recom- 
mend the passage of the Houston bill, 
on account of the fact that it is general 
in terms and has no compulsory educa- 
tion feature. ‘At the next meeting of the 
committee a report for or against the 
bill will be agreed to. . 

Mill Men Enter a Protest. 

At the hearing yesterday afternoon rep- 
resentatives of a large number of cotton 
mills en the state were present, and the 
sentiment evidenced by all of.them was 
decidedly antagonistic to the passage of 
either bill. Talks against the measures 
were made by J. J. Rodgers, of Barnes- 
ville; 8. C. Dunlap, of Gainesville; H. 
W. Bell, of Jefferson; C. J. Haden, of 
Gwinnett, and John White Morton, of 
Athens. None of these men could see 
why the legislature should single out 
that class of children working in textile 
factories and say that such of them as 
are under twelve years shall work no 
‘more, when, according to their state- 
ments, children working on the farm 
were no better treated than are children 
in factorices, 

The opponents of the measures declared 
in a large number of cases the labor of 
the children in factories was absolutely 
indispensable to the support of, families 
and that conditions of misery would be- 
come more intense than at present in case 
a child labor bill is passed. : 

For the bill, addresses were made by 
W. G. Cooper, Prince Green, Pat Moore 
and Sam White. They emphasized the 
danger, mentally and physically, to a 
young child compelled to work in a close 
factory eleven hours a day. a were 
produced showing that the passage of 
child labor bills in other states of the 
union had rot had the effect of driving 
out manufacturing enterprises, but had, 
in fact, resulted in a benefit to the fac- 
tories, 

Judges To Direct Verdicts. 


The general judiciary committee of the 
house spent the entire afternoon yester- 
day in the consideration of a bill by Mr. 
Hall., of Bibb, to amend section M of
